night in Colorado’s gas chamber 
for destroy ing an airliner that 
carried his mother and 43 other 
persons to death. 
The 24-y ear-old father of two 
children gu lped the cy anid fu mes 
and passed into u nconsciou sness 
in seconds. He was pronou nced 
dead in 12 minu tes. 
Graham was conv icted of mu r­ 
dering his mother, Mrs. Daisie E. 
King, 5 3. She perished 
other men, women and 
Nov . 1, 195 5 , when a United 
Lines DC6B was shattered by a 
dy namite bomb. It crashed in a 
su gar beet field near Longmont, 
Colo. 
Althou gh he nev er disclosed a 
motiv e for planting a dy namite 
dev ice in his mother’s lu ggage, 
Graham named himself benefi­ 
ciary in a $37,5 00 flight insu rance 
policy he took ou t on his mother’s 
life. 
The hu sky , dark - haired killer 
went to death “the calmest I’v e 
ev er seen,” said depu ty warden 
William Kinney , who has wit­ 
nessed all 26 ex ecu tions in Colo­ 
rado’s gas chamber. 
The Rev . Ju stin McKernan, Ro­ 
man Catholic chaplain at the pris­ 
on v isited Graham for 40 minu tes 
last night in the death row cell 
where the y ou ng Denv er bu siness­ 
man spent his last day s. Their 
ex change of ba n t e r was inter­ 
ru pted when Graham saw Warden 
Harry Tinsley mou nt the ramp 
of his cell. 
*‘Well, I gu ess it’s time,** Gra­ 
ham said with resignation. 
He was led blindfolded to the 
Waiting chair in the steel cocoon 
of death. His arms and legs were 
shackled by heav y leather straps 
and a stethescope was mou nted 
to his bare chest by an elastic 
band.

Eisenhower was reported today 
to be inclined to stay on the side­ 
lines if a fight dev elops within 
the Repu blican National Commit­ 
tee ov er the choice of a new 
chairman. 
Leonard Hall r e s i g n e d the 
chairmanship Friday after con­ 
su lting with Eisenhower. The re­ 
signation will be effectiv e Feb. 1. 
Hall notified the 146 members 
of the GOP national committee 
he ex pects them to ¿elect his su c­ 
cessor at a Jan. 22 meeting here. 
Hall also, annou nced he will 
name a sev en-member su bcom­ 
mittee Jan. 19 to consu lt with Ei­ 
senhower and recommend a new 
party chief. This signified that 
the President will retain a v eto 
ov er the choice. 
While' Eisenhower cou ld desig­ 
nate the man he wants for the 
job, influ ential Repu blicans said 
they believ e the President wou ld 
like to confine himself to approv al 
of a list of men acceptable to 
him, leav ing the final choice to 
the committee itself.

in specu lation ov er Hall’s su cces­ 
sor hav e met with objections from 
some elements of the GOP.

13, this firm was 
awarded an $8 34,15 0 Army con­ 
tract for 249,000 pairs of cotton 
trou sers. 
The Senate and Hou se gov ern­ 
ment operations committees start­ 
ed inqu iries when details of the 
contract were pu blished. 
Friday night, Ross made pu blic 
a letter to Sen. McClellan (D- 
Ark,) 
chairman 
of the Senate 
committee. Ross* letter said “a 
complete 
docu mentation 
of the 
facts” wou ld show the contract 
award” was made in accordance 
with 
normal 
procu rement 
pro­ 
cedu res. 
Then he told McClellan he wa§ 
taking a leav e of absence u ntil 
the congressional inv estigations of 
the contract had been completed 
“and the matter has been .cleared 
u p.” 
Ross — who has been handling 
Defense Department liaison with 
Congress and directing the de­ 
partment’s pu blic relations policy 
—formerly * was v ice president of 
Wy nn Enterprises and an official 
of Sou thern Athletic Co., also of 
Knox v ille.

Faganeu sent a letter to May or 
Dev on last week, claiming the city 
still owed him $1.8 0 for shov eling 
snow one morning in 19.33. He also 
said he needed an English diction­ 
ary to teach the langu age to his 


son while they await an opportu n­ 
ity to enter the US. 
May or Dev on pu rchased a dic­ 
tionary containing nearly 30,000 
words this week and sent it on its 
way to Faganeu , u naware that the 
refu gee may be attempting to work 
a racket on mu nicipal officials. 
An Associated Press story from 
Casper, Wy o., rev ealed that May ­ 
or 'Tom Nicholas receiv ed a card 
from Faganeu and — y ou gu essed 
it, he asked $1.8 0 which he said 
was du e him for shov eling snow in 
Casper in 1933.

1 8 Others Injured 
In La b Ex plo sio ns 


COLUMBUS, Ohio 
— Ranco, 
Inc., began su rv ey ing damage to 
its research and testing laboratory 
here today . It was shattered Fri­ 
day by two ex plosions that killed 
an Ohio State Univ ersity stu dent. 
Pau l Bu rke Jr., a 23-y ear-old 
Nav y v eteran and father of ^ nine- 
month-old dau ghter, was killed in 
the blasts while he was perform­ 
ing his part-time du ties at the lab. 
He was employ ed tjiere while 
s t u d y i n g engineering at Ohio 
State. 
Eighteen other persons requ ired 
hospital treatment. 'The most ser­ 
iou sly inju red were John Bobo, 38 , 
Pau l Drake, 39, and Keith Bray , 
24. Univ ersity Hospital officials 
said they were in fair condition. 
Others hospitalized were reported 
to be in good condition. 
Robert B. Eddy , company treas­ 
u rer, said there was no estimate 
of damage y et. 
Battalion Fire Chief J. C. O'Con­ 
nor said Bu rke, the son of the 
produ ction su perintendent of the 
Ranco plant at Delaware, Ohio, 
was working with a 20-lb tank of 
liqu id propane gas when it ru p- 
tu rned from ex cessiv e pressu re, 
creating the first blast. 
O'Connor said the gas ex panded 
rapidly throu gh the western part 
of the one-story bu ilding, then 
ignited to set off the second and 
major blast that did most of the 
damage. The plant sprinkler sy s­ 
tem prev ented fire. 
The blast flattened three inside 
wa lls o f the la tx ira to ry .

Lame-Du ck President 
It will be made dear early in President Eisen­ 
hower’s second term what it will mean to be 
the repu blic’s first lame-du ck president. 
’ The 22nd amendment to the Constitu tion, limit­ 
ing the presidency to two fu ll terms by election 
and a term and a - half in case of the death of 
a predecessor, has been in effect since early in 
1951. Bu t it did not apply to Harry Tru man, who 
chose not to go contrary to its intent when he 
retired from competition for the Democratic 
presidential nomination in 1952. 
The first president to test the wisdom of the 
22nd amendment thu s became Mr. Tru man’s 
su ccessor. Bu t the test was only theoretical u n­ 
til Mr. Eisenhower actu ally reached the end of 
his first term and started his second term u nder 
the handicap of being u nable to su cceed him­ 
self. 
The handicap will grow heav ier week by week. 
After the congressional election in 1958, there 
will be no limit whatev er on the ability of op­ 
ponents to defy Mr. Eisenhower withou t the 
slightest risk of retaliatiwi at the polls. 
It is historical fact that Franklin Roosev elt 
did only what the opponents of his predecessors 
feared they might do — perpetu ate themselv es 
in office. It was a political object lesson, more­ 
ov er, that when Mr. Roosev elt finally v iolated 
the two-term precedent by seeking a third term 
he scored a thu mping v ictory in the long battle 
between the White Hou se and Congress. 
The 22nd amendment, was legislativ e retribu ­ 
tion for ex ecu tiv e prolongation. Congress assert­ 
ed itself against the White Hou se. 
The 22nd amendment was impersonal when 
it was proposed in 1947. It was impersonal when 
it was ratified in 1951. It became personal in 
1952, when the parties had nominated their pres­ 
idential candidates. One of them was destined 
to be politically crippled from birtii. The v ictim 
was Dwight Eisenhower. 
There is no limit on congressonal tenu re. Rep­ 
resentativ es and senators can spend a lifetime 
in Congress if they hav e the foresight to be 
bom in the right places. Many of them do. 
Bu t they hav e sewed it u p so no president at 
the other end of Pennsy lv ania Av enu e can last 
more than eight y ears — the first fou r as a 
respected potential candidate for re-election, the 
second fou r as a politician coming to the end 
of the trail and no longer to be feared by his 
opponents in Congress. 
Mu ch of what is going to happen in Washing­ 
ton frwn now on mu st be interpreted in the light 
of the 22nd amendment. 


Mister Chairman 
Du ring the y ears when Democrats w e r e 
wishing they had a national chairman with the 
su re - footedness of the OOP’s Leonard W. 
Hall, is was not alway s clear that Repu bli­ 
cans knew how lu cky they were. 
Chairman Hall’s resignation as of Feb. 1 
will giv e members of both parties a chance 
to appreciate the qu alifications of the most 
su ccessfu l party chairman of'the 20th centu ry . 
Granted that su ccess comes easier when a 
chairman is on the winning side, the chances 
are. that Leonard Hall wou ld hav e been con­ 
spicu ou sly su ccessfu l on the losing side. He 
had a priceless attribu te for the job. 
The attribu te was his u niqu e .ability to make 
an impression of absolu te sincerity while per­ 
forming a fu nction that keeps a man talking 
more than is good for his sense of integrity . 
Chairman Hall, it so happened, had enou gh 
personal integrity to keep himself su pplied for 
nearly fou r y ears of comment and ex hortation. 
Ev en the McCarthy rhu barb failed to derail 
him as the chief sou rce of party cohcsiv eness. 
He defended McCarthy ’s right to be any kind 
of a Repu blican he chose to be. He sailed 
throu gh President Eisenhower’s two illnesses 
withou t showing a sign of panic. Long before 
the end of his nearly fou r y ears of serv ice, 
he had made himself the first party chairman 
of his generation whose name, face, v oice and 
opinions were known to millions — and whose 
professional know-how and all - arou nd com­ 
petence earned him the title of Mister Chair­ 
man as a matter of respect as well as a 
right. 


Her Majesty ’s Man 
The British techniqu e of changing horses in 
midstream is a thing of beau ty and a joy for­ 
ev er. Whatev er the British do badly , and they 
hav e their weak spots, they are geniu ses in 
gov ernment. 
The geniu s of their collectiv e geniu s is the 
prestige they bestow on their monarch. Qu een 
Elizabeth’s role in accepting the resignation of 
Sir Anthony Eden and appointing Harold Mac­ 
millan to form a new gov ernment cou ld be 
performed flawlessly becau se there was no 
flaw in her au thority to name a new first 
minister of her own choice. 
The British throne, ev en thou gh It has been 
no more than a sy mbol of au thority for many 
y ears, is respected u niv ersally for the fu nction 
it performs. When it is occu pied by an indiv idu al 
who commands personal respect, there is no 
focal point of gov ernment anjrwhere on earth 
that can match It. 
When it is recalled how long and fu riou sly 
we brawl and bicker ov er periodic renewals 
of the mandate to gov ern, Britain’s ability to 
carry off the whole bu siness in midweek is 
not far short of pbenomenaL

Victor Riesel 
sometimes was known as Gerhart 
Eisler. 
You see, “Edwards” is the code 
nam.e so frequ ently u sed by some­ 
thing we know as the “Comintern 
Rep.” That’s the representativ e of 
the Commu nist International in the 
United States, the man who giv es 
orders from Moscow to American 
Commu nists. 
Last Friday night “Edwards” 
was slender, gray and in his mid­ 
fifties. He shou ld hav e been fa­ 
tigu ed for he had ju st completed 
the long jou rney home from Pei­ 
ping to New York City . 
He walked into a night spot in 
fashionable Bronx v ille. He tele­ 
phoned one of his Commu nist con­ 
tacts, it is said. Then two FBI 
agents qu i c kl y stepped along­ 
side him. 


REPORTS INDICATED he gav e 
his name as “Edwards.” Bu t the 
FBI agents knew whom they had 
been tailing. 
“Edwards,” this time, was Irv ­ 
ing Potash, former member of the 
Conu nu nist Party ’s National Com­ 
mittee, formerly one of its top 
labor specialists and formerly a 
leader and power with the Fu r and 
Leather Workers Union, which 
grew ou t of the might of a gang 
of knife artists known as the 
“Black Glov es.” 
Irv ing Potash had slipped back 
into the U.S. after ahnost two 
y ears of ex ile — he had been de­ 
ported v olu ntarily to his nativ e 
Poland on March 4, 1955. 
After being briefed in Moscow 
and China and handling 
s ome 
propaganda work for the Commu ­ 
nist International in Asia, he was 
reassigned to,the U.S. ■— as “Ed­ 
wards.” 
Potash had all of a week in the 
U.S. — which means that the FBI 
knew ev ery step he made. Bu t the 
FBI is not telling, so we can only 
gu ess why this latest “Edwards” 
retu rned to the U.S. well loaded 
with orders from Moscow and with 
Sov iet money — in American dol­ 
lars, of cou rse. 
When Potash-Edwards was ex ­ 
amined by the federáis he had 
abou t $500 in bills on him and u n­ 
dou btedly a cache of more — so 
now y ou know what h a,p p e n s 


when y ou pay ou t U.S. cu rrency 
for Ru ssian fu rs, crab meat or 
cav iar. 


IT IS AN EDUCATED gu ess 
that Potash was here to whip the 
American Conu nu nist labor leaders 
into line. 
' It is also a good gu ess that he 
was ju st one of the many cou riers 
dispatched by the Kremlin into 
other democratic lands where the 
Commu nists’ labor apparat h a s 
been cracking like a new Moscow 
apartment hou se wall. 
In England, for ex ample. Com­ 
mu nist leaders in the powerfu l 
miners,* electrical workers’ and 
engineers’ u nions hav e been de­ 
feated. Commu nist newsmen open­ 
ly criticize their former party . 
In France the Commu nist-con- 
trolled General Confederation of 
Labor (CGT) can’t call an effec­ 
tiv e strike — and the intellec­ 
tu als are ru nning from the party 
like Floridians from a frost. 
In Italy , the Commu nist labor 
federation, CGIL, can’t win a 
u nion election. Withou t this labor 
su pport, the Commu nist parties of 
these lands mu st disappear. There 
will be no respectable front to 
shou t Moscow’s propaganda or 
sabotage the lands. 


ALL THIS 
I docu mented in 
London last week. America is no 
different. The labor apparat is 
falling apart. 
We can only gu ess that Potash 
came here with new tou gh orders 
for the pro-Commu nists to stop 
this nonsense of criticizing the So­ 
v iet Union and its actions in Hu n­ 
gary . 
We can su rmise that Potash 
came here to tell his former col­ 
leagu es inside labor to get together 
—to hav e “u nity .” 
There is a general impression 
that Potash, once a power in the 
old CIO, win hav e no one to talk 
to. Not so. There are stiU some 
90,000 du espay ers of the notoriou s­ 
ly pro-Commu nist United Electri­ 
cal Workers, which stUl has mem­ 
bers in some of ou r great corpo­ 
rations su ch as General Electric 
and Westinghou se. Under ou r law 
these companies can do little bu t 
keep a carefu l watch ov er the 
leftists. 


THERE ARE STILL abou t 100,- 
000 members in the equ aUy no­ 
toriou sly pro-Commu nist Mi ne, 
Mill and Smelter Workers which 
has a strangle hold on mu ch of 
ou r defense metals. 
There is stiU Harry Bridges* wa­ 
terfront u nion as weU as others 
totaling some 400,000. 
Potash-Edwards wan*s the Com­ 
mu nists in these ou tfits to u nite 
and get tou gh once more inside 
labor — and they do 'hav e the 
power to get tou gh. I wonder who 
the new “Edwards” will be.

President Eisenhower’s ru sh to 
Congress for a grant of power con­ 
cerning the Near East is du e not 
so mu ch to new or intensified dan­ 
ger in that qu arter as to the chal­ 
lenge to U.S. ex ecu tiv e au thority 
inev itable whenev er the President 
is of one party and the Congress 
of another. 
Althou gh the President probably 
didn’t think of this partisan angle 
^t the time (the crisis then was 
mu ch more ev ident) the Eisen­ 
hower appeal, Jan. 24, 1955 for ex ­ 
clu siv e au thority as concerned con­ 
flict in the Formosan Strait is a 
case in point. 
Then as now a Democratic Con­ 
gress has ju st taken ov er. And as 
ev ents prov ed, this going by Eisen­ 
hower to Congress for adv ice and 
assistance at the v ery ou tset of 
the politically div ided national ad­ 
ministration worked like magic. 
Not only was his immediate re­ 
qu est granted in the remarkably 
short span of fou r day s (410 to 3 
in the Hou se and 85 to 3 in the 
Senate) bu t that action set the 
stage for a remarkable bipartisan 
cooperation in international affairs 
that continu ed for two y ears. 


THE PROCESS this time is go­ 
ing to be mu ch slower, mainly be­ 
cau se there is no semblance of 
war now on the Near Eastern hori­ 
zon. 
In contrast. Nationalist China 
had ju st retreated from Yikiang 
Island and was in process of su r­ 
render of the more important 
Tachens, only eight miles away . 
Qu emoy and Matsu , directly on the 
rou te 
between 
the 
Commu nist 
mainland and Formosa were hot­ 
ly beleagu ered. 
Now there is no su ch acu te war 
threat bu t on the congressional 
front the ou tlook is mu ch more 
clou ded. 
In 1955 Mr. Eisenhower had in­ 
coming foreign relations chairmen 
—Sen. George of Georgia and Rep. 
Richards of Sou th Carolina — of 
long prov en bipartisan dependabil­ 
ity . Today it is qu ite different. The 
new chairman of the Senate For­ 
eign Relations Committee is Sen. 
Green of Rhode Island, 89 y ears 
old, and nex t behind him on the 
Democratic side is Sen. Fu lbright 
of Arkansas, an ex -college presi­ 
dent and Rhodes Scholar intellec- 
u al who has been especially cap­ 
tiou s as concerns Eisenhower for­ 
eign policies. 


FULBRIGHT has termed the 
present 
Eisenhower 
mov e 
“a 
grandstand play . . . a gestu re, 
not a policy .” 
A little farther down seniority - 
wise bu t potentially more obstrep­ 
erou s politically , are Sens. Mans­ 


field of Montana, Hu mphrey of 
Minnesota and Morse of Oregon. 
On the Hou se side Rep. Richards 
has been su cceeded by Rep. Thom­ 
as S. Gordon of Chicago, whom the 
New York Times say s is known 
chiefly as an “amateu r photograph­ 
er” who maintains a darkroom in 
his office for dev elopment of films 
and has a remarkable collection of 
u nrehearsed photos of Secretary 
Du lles. Encou raging to the Presi­ 
dent perhaps is Rep. Gordon’s 
record of almost u nv ary ing su pport 
of what ev er Speaker Sam Ray ­ 
bu rn has been for. 
Notably , Mr. Eisenhower enlist­ 
ed Sen. George as an assistant as 
soon as he annou nced last su m­ 
mer that h'i wou ld not seek re- 
election to the Senate. And Rep. 
Richards, also retired from Con­ 
gress 
v olu ntarily , 
was 
named 
chairman of the special adv isory 
commission as to Near Eastern af­ 
fairs which the President forecast 
in his message to Congress. 
No dou bt, the immediate job of 
Mr. George and Mr. Richards will 
be to ease the President’s N e a r 
Eastern recommendation throu gh 
Congress. And the effect of this 
action shou ld be to lessen political 
tension both at home and abroad. 


FOR UNDERSTANDING of Mr. 
Eisenhower’s . tactics it is neces­ 
sary to tu rn back only to President 
Tru man, whose most politically 
damaging fau x pas probably was 
his plu nge into the war in Korea 
withou t asking for adv ance cwi- 
gressional approv al of that step. 
Earlier, Mr. Tru man did seek 
congressional adv ice before lau nch­ 
ing his Tru man Doctrine for U.S. 
protection of Greece and Tu rkey 
and for establishment of both the 
Marshall Plan and NATO. 
At ev ery opportu nity since he 
became president, Mr. Eisenhow­ 
er has said that he nev er will 
make any mov e that might lead 
to war withou t going to Congress 
first. 
In his message last Satu rday he 
declared that ev en after passage 
of the enabling resolu tion now 
pending he will come back to Con­ 
gress before institu ting any mili­ 
tary interv ention u nder its prov i­ 
sions.

Eisenho wer Calls Fo r Self-Discipline

Dav id Lawrence by P r e s i- 
dent Eisenhower concerning the 
effects of the wage-price spiral 
now mov ing slowly bu t su rely to- 
ward some kind of economic cli­ 
max . 
Bu y ers of all kinds of goods 
hav e been worried abou t the ab­ 
sence of any brakes on wages and 
prices. The two 
big 
economic 
forces — management and la­ 
bor—hav e had the field 
all to 
themselv es and no restraints hav e 
been applied by gov ernment. 
Hence 
President 
Eisenhower 
has made an appeal for self- 
restraint. Ht u ses the word “dis­ 
cipline” and means, of cou rse, 
self - discipline. For the gov ern­ 
ment is not prepared as y et to 
apply any restrictiv e measu res 
against the organized greed that 
is gradu ally depreciating the pu r­ 
chasing power of the American 
dollar. 
In many respects, Mr. Eisen­ 
hower’s message on this phase of 
the economic ou tlook is the most 
important and the strongest that 
has been deliv ered since the de­ 
pression day s of the 1930’s, when 
appeals were constantly made for 
v olu ntary action to help stabilize 
the economy . 


THE PRESIDENT sees a peril 
in terms also of the national de­ 
fense. He say s that “any program 
that endangers ou r economy cou ld 
defeat u s.” Bu t the passage that 
needs to be read ov er and ov er 
again by the American people and 
especially by the managers of 
bu siness and labor u nions is as 
follows: 
“The national interest mu st take 
precedence ov er temporary ad­ 
v antages which may be secu red 
by particu lar grou ps at the ex ­ 
pense of all the people. 
“In this regard I u rge leaders 
in bu siness and in labor to think 
well on their responsibility to all 
the American people. With all ele­ 
ments of ou r society , they owe 
the nation a v igilant gu ard against 
the inflationary tendencies that 
are alway s at work in a dy namic 
economy operating at today ’s high 
lev els. They can powerfu lly help 
cou nteract 
or 
accentu ate 
su ch 
tendencies by their wage and 
price policies. 
“Bu siness in its pricihg policies 
shou ld av oid u nnecessary price in­ 
creases especially at a time like 
the present when demand in so 
many areas presses hard on short 
su pplies. 
“Of cou rse, a reasonable profit 
is essential to the new inv est­ 
ments that prov ide more jobs in 
an ex panding economy . Bu t bu si­ 
ness leaders mu st, in the national 
interest, stu diou sly av oid those 
price rises that are possible only 
becau se of v ital or u nu su al needs 
of the whole nation. 


“IF OUR ECONOMY is to re­ 
main healthy , increases in wag­ 
es and other labor benefits ne­ 
gotiated by labor and manage­ 
ment mu st be reasonably related 
to improv ements in produ ctiv ity . 
Su ch increases are beneficial, for 
they prov ide wage earners with 
greater pu rchasing power. 


“Ex cept where necessary to 
correct obv iou s inju stices, wage 
increases that ou tru n produ ctiv ity , 
howev er, are an inflationary fac­ 
tor. They make for higher prices 
for the pu blic generally and im­ 
pose a particu lar hardship not 
only on the activ e workman bu t 
on those whose welfare depends 
on the pu rchasing power of retire­ 
ment income and sav ings. 
“Wage negotiations shou ld also 
take cognizance of the right of 
the pu blic generally to share in 
the benefits of improv ements in 
technology . 
“Freedom has been defined as 
the opportu nity for self-discipline. 
This definition has a special ap­ 
plication to the areas of wage and 
price policy in a free economy . 
“Shou ld we persistently fail to 
discipline 
ou rselv es, 
ev entu ally 
there will be increasing pressu re 
on gov ernment to redress the 
failu re. By that process freedom 
will step by step disappear. 


“NO SUBJECT on the domestic 


scene shou ld more attract the con­ 
cern of the friends of American 
working men and women and of 
free bu siness enterprise than the 
forces, latent and activ e, that 
threaten a steady depreciation of 
the v alu e of ou r money .” 
This is the first time in a long 
while that an American president 
so pointedly has called on man­ 
agement and labor to consider the 
importance of the entire national 
economy —the pu blic interest — 
abov e their own grou p interests. 
It is an appeal to the good sense 
as well as self-interest of those 
who today wield tremendou s pow­ 
er in the economic arena. 
If the appeal isn’t heeded and 
an emergency dev elops, restric­ 
tion by gov ernment order on pric­ 
es as well as on wages will be­ 
come inev itable. 
This means controls su ch as 
America in wartime and Britain, 
ev en since the war, hpv e had to 
impose to av ert national disaster. 


Relig io n In And On The J o b 
As The Blind See Us

Years ago a y ou ng man receiv ed 
his master’s degree from on^ of 
the state u niv ersities in the Pacif­ 
ic Northwest, and promptly mov ed 
his belongings from the men’s 
dormitory to a facu lty clu b near 
the campu s. He started work the 
nex t day as a laboratory assistant 
in the science school. 
There was nothing u nu su al in 
this incident ex cept that the y ou ng 
man was blind. 
As a small boy , Tom had su f­ 
fered an accident that cost him 
his ey esight. He had gone on to 
finish pu blic school, then to the 
u niv ersity where he made an en­ 
v iable record as a stu dent. His 
major was phy sics, and his first 
lov e was the phy sics laboratory . 
He knew ev ery piece of equ ip­ 
ment by its shape and size and 
its location in the “lab”. If some­ 
thing was misplaced, he wou ld 
stomp his foot on the floor or rap 
his knu ckles on the shelf, then 
reach ov er and pick it u p. He 
wou ld locate it by its v ibration. 
He was the best “lab” assistant 
in the school’s history . The dean 
said so. 
Tom took u p life in the facu lty 
clu b in a normal, rou tine way . 
He had his priv ate room, a desk, 
a ty pewriter, and a desk lamp 
which he switched on and off with 
his coming and going. He wore a 
green ey eshade while working in 
his room. 
At mealtime, he wou ld gather 
with the others, before and after, 
to discu ss ev ents of the day . He 
wou ld pick his way throu gh the 
crowded room with natu ral ease.

It will be made clear early in President Eisen­ 
hower’s second term what it will mean to be 
the republic’s first lame-duck president. 
The 22nd amendment to the Constitution, limit­ 
ing the presidency to two full term s by election 
and a term and a * half in case of the death of 
a predecessor, has been in effect since early in 
1951. But it did not apply to Harry Truman, who 
chose not to go contrary to its intent when he 
retired from competition for the Democratic 
presidential nomination in 1952. 
The first president to test the wisdom of the 
22nd amendment thus became Mr. Truman’s 
successor. But the test was only theoretical un­ 
til Mr. Eisenhower actually reached the end of 
his first term and started his second term under 
the handicap of being unable to succeed him­ 
self. 
The handicap will grow heavier week by week. 
After the congressional election in 1958, there 
will be no limit whatever on the ability of op­ 
ponents to defy Mr. Eisenhower without the 
slightest risk of retaliation at the polls. 
It is historical fact that Franklin Roosevelt 
did only what the opponents of his predecessors 
feared they might do — perpetuate themselves 
in office. It was a political object lesson, more­ 
over, that when Mr. Roosevelt finally violated 
the two-term precedent by seeking a third term 
he scored a thumping victory in the long battle 
between the White House and Congress. 
The 22nd amendment, was legislative retribu­ 
tion for executive prolongation. Congress assert­ 
ed itself against the White House. 
The 22nd amendment was impersonal when 
It was proposed in 1947. It was impersonal when 
it was ratified in 1951. It became personal in 
1952, when the parties had nominated their pres­ 
idential candidates. One of them was destined 
to be politically crippled from birth. The victim 
was Dwight Eisenhower. 
There is no limit on congressonal tenure. Rep­ 
resentatives and senators can spend a lifetime 
in Congress if they have the foresight to be 
born in the right places. Many of them do. 
But they have sewed it up so no president at 
the other end of Pennsylvania Avenue can last 
more than eight years — the first four as a 
respected potential candidate for re-election, the 
second four as a politician coming to the end 
of the trail and no longer to be feared by his 
opponents in Congress. 
Much of what is going to happen in Washing­ 
ton from now on must be interpreted in the light 
of the 22nd amendment.

During the years when Democrats w e r e 
wishing they had a national chairman with the 
sure - footedness of the GOP’s Leonard W.

Long before 
the end of his nearly four years of service, 
he had made himself the first party chairman 
of his generation whose name, face, voice and 
opinions were known to millions — and whose 
professional know-how and all - around com­ 
petence earned him the title of Mister Chair­ 
man as a m atter of respect as well as a 
right.

You see, “ Edwards” is the code 
name so frequently used by some­ 
thing we know as the “Comintern 
Rep.” That’s the representative ol 
the Communist International in the 
United States, the man who gives 
orders from Moscow to American 
Communists. 
Last Friday night “ Edwards” 
was slender, gray and in his mid­ 
fifties. He should have been fa­ 
tigued for he had just completed 
the long journey home from Pei­ 
ping to New York City. 
He walked into a night spot in 
fashionable 
Bronxville. 
He tele­ 
phoned one of his Communist con­ 
tacts, it is said. Then two FBI 
agents q u i c k l y stepped along­ 
side him. 


REPORTS INDICATED he gave 
his name as “Edwards.” But the 
FBI agents knew whom they had 
been tailing. 
“Edwards,” this time, was Irv­ 
ing Potash, former member of the 
Communist P arty’s National Com­ 
mittee, formerly one of its top 
labor specialists and formerly a 
leader and power with the Fur and 
Leather 
Workers 
Union, 
which 
grew out of the might of a gang 
of knife 
artists known 
as the 
“ Black Gloves.” 
Irving Potash had slipped back 
into the U.S. 
after almost two 
years of exile — he had been de­ 
ported voluntarily to his native 
Poland on March 4, 1955. 
After being briefed in Moscow 
and China and handling 
s o m e 
propaganda work for the Commu­ 
nist International in Asia, he was 
reassigned to .the U.S. — as “Ed­ 
wards.” 
Potash had all of a week in the 
U.S. — which means that the FBI 
knew every step he made. But the 
FBI is not telling, so we can only 
guess why this latest “Edwards” 
returned to the U.S. well loaded 
with orders from Moscow and with 
Soviet money — in American dol­ 
lars, of course. 
When Potash-Edwards was ex­ 
amined by the federals he had 
about $500 in bills on him and un­ 
doubtedly a cache of more — so 
now you know what h a,p p e n s 


when you pay out U.S. currency 
for Russian furs, crab m eat or 
caviar.

guess 
that Potash was here to whip the 
American Communist labor leaders 
into line. 
It is also a good guess that he 
was just one of the many couriers 
dispatched by the Kremlin into 
other democratic lands where the 
Communists’ labor apparat h a s 
been cracking like a new Moscow 
apartm ent house wall. 
In England, for example, Com­ 
munist leaders in the powerful 
miners,’ electrical workers’ and 
engineers’ unions have been 
de­ 
feated. Communist newsmen open­ 
ly criticize their former party. 
In France the Communist-con­ 
trolled General Confederation of 
Labor (CGT) can’t call an effec­ 
tive strike — and the intellec­ 
tuals are running from the party 
like Floridians from a frost.

ALL THIS

London last week. America is no 
different. The labor

falling apart. 
We can only guess that Potash 
came here with new tough orders 
for the pro-Communists to stop 
this nonsense of criticizing the So­ 
viet Union and its actions in Hun­ 
gary. 
We can 
surmise that Potash 
came here to tell his former col­ 
leagues inside labor to get together 
—to have “unity.” 
There is a general impression 
that Potash, once a power in the 
old CIO, will have no one to talk 
to. Not so. There are still some 
90.000 duespayers of the notorious­ 
ly pro-Communist United Electri­ 
cal Workers, which still has mem­ 
bers in some of our great corpo­ 
rations such as General Electric 
and Westinghouse. Under our law 
these companies can do little but 
keep a careful watch over the 
leftists.

Her Majesty^ Man 
The British technique of changing horses in 
midstream is a thing of beauty and a joy for­ 
ever. Whatever the British do badly, and they 
have their weak spots, they are geniuses in 
government. 
The genius of their collective genius is the 
prestige they bestow on their monarch. Queen 
Elizabeth’s role in accepting the resignation of 
Sir Anthony Eden and appointing Harold Mac­ 
millan to form a new government could be 
performed flawlessly because there 
was 
no 
flaw in her authority to name a new first 
minister of her own choice. 
The British throne, even though it has been 
no more than a symbol of authority for many 
years, is respected universally for the function 
It performs. When it is occupied by an individual 
who commands personal respect, there is no 
focal point of government anywhere on earth 
that can match it. 
When it is recalled how long and furiously 
we brawl and bicker over periodic renewals 
of the mandate to govern, Britain’s ability to 
carry off the whole business in midweek is 
not far short of phenomenal 


President Eisenhower’s rush to 
Congress for a grant of power con­ 
cerning the Near East is due not 
so much to new or intensified dan­ 
ger in that quarter as to the chal­ 
lenge to U.S. executive authority 
inevitable whenever the President 
is of one party and the Congress 
of another. 
Although the President probably 
didn’t think of this partisan angle 
-at the time (the crisis then was 
much more evident) the Eisen­ 
hower appeal, Jan. 24, 1955 for ex­ 
clusive authority as concerned con­ 
flict in the Formosan Strait is a 
case in point. 
Then as now a Democratic Con­ 
gress has just taken over. And as 
events proved, this going by Eisen­ 
hower to Congress for advice and 
assistance at the very outset of 
the politically divided national ad­ 
ministration worked like magic. 
Not only was his immediate re­ 
quest granted in the remarkably 
short span of four days (410 to 3 
in the House and 85 to 3 in the 
Senate) but that action set the 
stage for a remarkable bipartisan 
cooperation in international affairs 
that continued for two years. 


THE PROCESS this time is go­ 
ing to be much slower, mainly be­ 
cause there is no semblance of 
war now on the Near Eastern hori­ 
zon. 
In contrast. Nationalist China 
had just retreated from Yikiang 
Island and was in process of sur­ 
render 
of 
the 
more 
important 
Tachens, only eight miles away. 
Quemoy and Matsu, directly on the 
route 
between 
the 
Communist 
mainland and Formosa were hot­ 
ly beleaguered. 
Now there is no such acute war 
threat but on the congressional 
front the outlook is much more 
clouded. 
In 1955 Mr. Eisenhower had in­ 
coming foreign relations chairmen 
—Sen. George of Georgia and Rep. 
Richards of South Carolina — of 
long proven bipartisan dependabil­ 
ity. Today it is quite different. The 
new chairman of the Senate For­ 
eign Relations Committee is Sen. 
Green of Rhode Island, 89 years 
old, and next behind him on the 
Democratic side is Sen. Fulbright 
of Arkansas, an ex-college presi­ 
dent and Rhodes Scholar intellec- 
ual who has been especially cap­ 
tious as concerns Eisenhower for­ 
eign policies.

“ a 
grandstand play . . . a gesture, 
not a policy.” 
A little farther down seniority- 
wise but potentially more obstrep­ 
erous politically, are Sens. Mans­ 


field of Montana, Humphrey of 
Minnesota and Morse of Oregon. 
On the House side Rep. Richards 
has been succeeded by Rep. Thom­ 
as S. Gordon of Chicago, whom the 
New York Times says is known 
chiefly as an “am ateur photograph­ 
e r” who maintains a darkroom in 
his office for development of films 
and has a rem arkable collection of 
unrehearsed photos of Secretary 
Dulles. Encouraging to the Presi­ 
dent perhaps is Rep. 
Gordon’s 
record of almost unvarying support 
of what ever Speaker Sam Ray­ 
burn has been for. 
Notably, Mr. Eisenhower enlist­ 
ed Sen. George as an assistant as 
soon as he announced last sum­ 
m er that In would not seek re- 
election to the Senate. And Rep. 
Richards, also retired from Con­ 
gress 
voluntarily, 
was 
named 
chairman of the special advisory 
commission as to Near Eastern af­ 
fairs which the President forecast 
in his message to Congress. 
No doubt, the immediate job of 
Mr. George and Mr. Richards will 
be to ease the President’s N e a r 
Eastern recommendation through 
Congress. And the effect of this 
action should be to lessen political 
tension both at home and abroad. 


FOR UNDERSTANDING of Mr. 
Eisenhower’s, tactics it is neces­ 
sary to turn back only to President 
Truman, whose most politically 
damaging faux pas probably was 
his plunge into the war in Korea 
without asking for advance con­ 
gressional approval of that step. 
Earlier, Mr. Truman did seek 
congressional advice before launch­ 
ing his Truman Doctrine for U.S. 
protection of Greece and Turkey 
and for establishment of both the 
Marshall Plan and NATO. 
At every opportunity since he 
became president, Mr. Eisenhow­ 
er has said that he never will 
make any move that might lead 
to war without going to Congress 
first. 
In his message last Saturday he 
declared that even after passage 
of the 
enabling 
resolution 
now 
pending he wilL come back to Con­ 
gress before instituting any mili­ 
tary intervention under its provi­ 
sions.

bor—have had the field 
all to 
themselves and no restraints have 
been applied by government. 
Hence 
President 
Eisenhower 
has made an 
appeal 
for 
self- 
restraint. He uses the word “ dis­ 
cipline” and means, 
of 
course, 
self - discipline. For the govern­ 
ment is not prepared as yet to 
apply any 
restrictive 
measures 
against the organized greed that 
is gradually depreciating the pur­ 
chasing power of the 
American 
dollar. 
In many respects, Mr. 
Eisen­ 
hower’s message on this phase of 
the economic outlook is the most 
important and the strongest that 
has been delivered since the de­ 
pression days of the 1930’s, when 
appeals were constantly made for 
voluntary action to help stabilize 
the economy. 


THE PRESIDENT sees a peril 
in term s also of the national de­ 
fense. He says that “any program 
that endangers our economy could 
defeat us.” But the passage that 
needs to be read over and over 
again by the American people and 
especially by 
the 
managers 
of 
business and labor unions is as 
follows: 
“The national interest must take 
precedence over 
temporary 
ad­ 
vantages which may be secured 
by particular groups at the ex­ 
pense of all the people. 
“ In this regard I urge leaders 
in business and in labor to think 
well on their responsibility to all 
the American people. With all ele­ 
ments of our society, they owe 
the nation a vigilant guard against 
the inflationary tendencies that 
are always at work in a dynamic 
economy operating at today’s high 
levels. They can powerfully help 
counteract 
or 
accentuate 
such 
tendencies by 
their 
wage 
and 
price policies. 
“ Business in its pricing policies 
should avoid unnecessary price in­ 
creases especially at a time like 
the present when demand in so 
many areas presses hard on short 
supplies. 
“ Of course, a reasonable profit 
is essential to the 
new 
invest­ 
ments that provide more jobs in 
an expanding economy. But busi­ 
ness leaders must, in the national 
interest, 
studiously 
avoid 
those 
price rises that are possible only 
because of vital or unusual needs 
of the whole nation. 


“ IF OUR ECONOMY is to re­ 
main healthy, increases in wag­ 
es and other labor benefits ne­ 
gotiated by labor 
and 
manage­ 
ment must be reasonably related 
to improvements in productivity. 
Such increases are beneficial, for 
they provide wage earners with 
greater purchasing power. 


“ Except 
where 
necessary 
to 
correct obvious injustices, 
wage 
increases that outrun productivity, 
however, are an inflationary fac­ 
tor. They make for higher prices 
for the public generally and im­ 
pose a particular 
hardship 
not 
only on the active workman but 
on those whose welfare depends 
on the purchasing power of retire­ 
ment income and savings. 
“ Wage negotiations should also 
take cognizance of the right of 
the public generally to share in 
the benefits of improvements in 
technology. 
“Freedom has been defined as 
the opportunity for self-discipline. 
This definition has a special ap­ 
plication to the areas of wage and 
price policy in a free economy. 
“ Should we persistently fail to 
discipline 
ourselves, 
eventually 
there will be increasing pressure 
on 
government 
to 
redress 
the 
failure. By that process freedom 
will step by step disappear. 


“ NO SUBJECT on the domestic 


| scene should more attract the con­ 
cern of the friends of American 
working men and women and of 
free business enterprise than the 
forces, latent 
and 
active, 
that 
threaten a steady depreciation of 
the value of our money.” 
This is the first time in a long 
while that an American president 
so pointedly has called on m an­ 
agement and labor to consider the 
importance of the entire national 
economy—the 
public 
interest — 
above their own group interests. 
It is an appeal to the good sense 
as well as self-interest of those 
who today wield tremendous pow­ 
er in the economic arena. 
If the appeal isn’t heeded and 
an emergency 
develops, 
restric­ 
tion by government order on pric­ 
es as well as on wages will be­ 
come inevitable. 
This means controls such as 
America in wartime and Britain, 
even since the war, have had to 
impose to avert national disaster. 


Father And Son 


“Popper, is America going to send soldiers 
into the Middle E ast?” 
“Could be, my son. A soldier today is a tour­ 
ist in uniform and on KP duty on the side. 
He never knows in what war he will unpack 
next.” 
“Will Congress give the President the author­ 
ity he asks to use troops there?” 
“ It will do so after a war in Congress that 
will be noisier and hotter than any war in Eu­ 
rope or Asia. I would not be surprised if the 
United Nations had to send in observers to de­ 
termine which side was the aggressor, the 
Democratic orators or the Republicans. Dag 
Hammarskjold may yet be called in to stop 
the fighting.” 


“BUT, POPPER, have we got an arm y big 
enough to cover Korea, West Germany and all 
the trouble spots in the Arab world?” 
“ I wouldn’t think so, but the old-fashioned 
standards as applied'to territory are out. Once 
upon a time you could send troops off at the 
local depot knowing they were going to a war 
that you could locate easily. When you see 
boys depart today you may be wishing them 
luck in countries you never heard of in any de­ 
tail.” 
“Didn’t the U.S. vote to denounce the British 
and French for taking military action in the 
Middle East? How does it make sense for the 
United States to propose to take the same mil­ 
itary action there now?” 
“ My son, you will bring on dizzy spells ask­ 
ing questions like that. Run out and play with 
the boy next door.” 


“ DADDY. SUPPOSE the U.S. should land 
troops in a Middle East situation and the Com­ 
mies should demand that the United Nations 
ask immediate withdrawal?” 
“Skip that one, sonny boy, and don’t ask me 
what position India would take.” 
“Daddy, ain’t Nasser mostly to blame for the 
recent trouble?” 
“I would say he is doing everything but 
teach camels to goosestep. He looks to me like 
a dictator in Sphinx’s clothing. His word is as 
good as his whim. That’s the trouble.” 
“Popper, I just read where Dean Acheson 
said we are proposing to fight forces that are 
not going to attack, with military forces we 
haven’t got to back up a foreign policy that 
hasn’t been determined. What about that?” 
“ It sounds to me more like Adlai Stevenson 
and I think Dean got an assist from him. But 
it is the best crack of the year. Now run 
out and play like I told ya!”

Years ago a young man received 
his m aster’s degree from on^ of 
the state universities in the Pacif­ 
ic Northwest, and promptly moved 
his belongings 
from 
the 
men’s 
dormitory to a faculty club near 
the campus. He started work the 
next day as a laboratory assistant 
in the science school. 
There was nothing unusual 
in 
this incident except that the young 
man was blind. 
As a small boy, Tom had suf­ 
fered an accident that cost him 
his eyesight. He had gone on to 
finish public school, then to the 
university where he made an en­ 
viable record as a student. His 
m ajor was physics, and his first 
love was the physics laboratory. 
He knew every piece of equip­ 
ment by its shape and size and 
its location in the “lab” . If some­ 
thing was misplaced, 
he 
would 
stomp his foot on the floor or rap 
his knuckles on the shelf, 
then 
reach over and pick it up. He 
would locate it by its vibration. 
He was the best “lab” assistant 
in the school’s history. The dean 
said so. 
Tom took up life in the faculty 
club in a normal, routine way. 
He had his private room, a desk, 
a typewriter, and a desk 
lamp 
which he switched on and off with 
his coming and going. He wore a 
green eyeshade while working in 
his room. 
At mealtime, he would gather 
with the others, before and after, 
to discuss events of the day. He 
would pick his way through the 
crowded room with natural ease. 
He was never known to use a 
cane and he expected no help in 
getting around. He always stood 
when a lady entered the room. 
Tom usually came home at the 
end of the day with an exciting 
story of something he had done 
along the way. For example, there 
was the time when he stopped to 
examine the most beautiful rose 
bush “he had ever seen in his 
life!” 
The 
most 
remarkable 
thing 
about Tom was the way he knew 
people. His friendship was almost 
immediate, or else he did not be­ 
come a close friend at all. He 
sensed the true value of his as­ 
sociates through what they had to 
say, not how much they knew, but 
the manner of their speech, their 
voices, the language they used. 
He was not deceived by person­ 
al appearance, the cut of a suit, 


the starch in a collar, the style 
of hair, the line 
of 
teeth, 
the 
friendly attitude. 
His 
estimate 
went beneath all outward signs 
and reached into a man and put 
a finger on 
his 
strength 
and 
weakness. 
Someone 
said 
recently 
we 
should attempt to live our lives 
so the blind will like us. That’s 
good advice!

A friend of mine is managing 
director of one of Chicago’s larg­ 
est and busiest 'hotels, the Sher­ 
man. This friend, Gus Bering, is

real philosoph­ 
er as well, a 
student of hu­ 
man 
nature. 
One afternoon, 
just a f t e r 
lunch, I hap­ 
pened to be in 
his of f i c e . 
“C o m e on 
down to the lobby,” he said, “and 
m show you the symbol of the 
deterioration of American civiliza­ 
tion.” “Don’t tell me you’ve got 
that right in your lobby!” I ex ­ 
claimed. He led me down to their 
revolving door. “This is it,” he 
said. ‘JJust stand here with me a 
few minutes and watch men ap­ 
proach that revolving door.” 


A LUNCHEON meeting of busi­ 
nessmen was break ing up. They’d 
been singing, having a good time 
in sharing fellowship. They were 
happy and relax ed after letting 
their troubles go for an hour. But 
now their meeting was over, it was 
time to get back to work and they 
all came pouring out of the elevat­ 
ors. 
“You watch them when they get 
to the revolving door,” Gus Bering 
said. 
What a change! 
They came 
along laughing and slapping each 
other on the back , but when they 
reached the door it seemed that 
their eyes protruded, their faces 
grew rigid, they swept aside all 
politeness, and each one rushed 
to see who could get through the 
revolving door first. 
“If they miss just one section of 
that door,” Gus remark ed, “that 
spoils the rest of the afternoon for 
them.”

ARE YOU CAUGHT in such a 
revolving door? Are you perpetu­

“I’m not that k ind of individual. 
I’m a quiet person and I live a 
quiet life. I’m not always rushing 
from one appointment to another. 
I’m not a victim of tension.” 
But you can’t be sure of that. 
Tlie housewife in her k itchen can 
be caught in the revolving door of 
life just as easily as the busiest 
ex ecutive. It isn’t how fast you 
move physically — it’s the pan­ 
demonium which ex ists in 
y our 
thoughts. . 
That’s why some people w ho 
never seem to hurry sometimes 
suddenly have a break down. A 
calm and quiet physical approach 
to living doesn’t always mean that 
the mental approach is 
equally 
calm and peaceful. 
More than four hundred years 
ago, Henry Howard, Earl of Sur­ 
rey, wrote that the quiet mind is a 
prime essential of the happy life. 
And the poet, John Gay, 150 years 
later, prayed, “Give me, k ind hea­ 
ven, a private station, a mind ser­ 
ene 
for 
contemplation.” 
They 
were only repeating what had been 
said long before their time, in the 
Bible, “When He giveth quietness, 
who then can mak e trouble?” 
Are you caught in a revolving 
door, 
r us hi n g feverishly, living 
hectically? Stop—stop right now. 
Let ywir mind and body relax . 
Read the poets. Even better, read 
the Bible. 
Let great 
peaceful 
thoughts infiltrate your mind. Do 
only that—and you’ve made a new 
beginning of a more effective and 
certainly a happier life.

John Karaffa is a success in his 
chosen profession in the eyes of 
folks in thy old hometown. 
At least that is their impression 
as of the moment', because Karaffa 
took the East Liverpool Potters to 
Toronto Friday night for his first 
appearance there as a head coach 
and they responded by rolling to a 
67 -53 victory over the Red Knighte 
despite some anxious moments in 
the third q uarter. 
Thus, Karaffa mastered Toron­ 
to’s Gabby Kunzler in the 
f i r s t 
meeting of coach and pupil. Kar­ 
affa played under the veteran Tor­ 
onto mentor three seasons between 
1944 and 1947 . 
The victory confirmed the sound­ 
ness of the advice ‘‘if you can’t 
beam ’em, join ’em.” 
When Karaffa played for the 
Red 
Knights, 
they lost 
seven 
games to East Liverpool. Since he 
joined the East Liverpool 
s t a f f 
three seasons ago, his teams have 
won five straight from Toronto, in­ 
cluding four reserve contests. 
'The Potters never trailed l a s t 
night, but at one stage in t h e 
third period Toronto threatened to 
pull an upset and mar Karaffa’s 
homecoming. 
Led by Howard Neasc, the Red 
Knights rallied to pull to within 
four points of East Liverpool, 41- 
37 , and had the Potters on the run. 
But East Liverpool regained its 
composure in the final period and 
won going away. 
The home floor was of little ad­ 
vantage to the Red Knights last 
night and their bid for an upset 
was spoiled in the fourth q uarter 
when they connected on only three 
of 22 attempts from the field. 
The Potters turned out to be bet­ 
ter marksmen 
t h a n the Red 
Knights were in the friendly con­ 
fines of their home gym. 
East Liverpool averaged 37 per 
cent from the field despite a poor 
third q uarter in which the team 
made only three of 19 attempts. 
Accuracy in the first and last 
periods boosted the average of the 
Potters, who connected on 28 of 
7 5 tries overall. 
Toronto tried 7 6 shots, but hit on 
only 
18 fo r 24 per cent. 
Karaffa blamed East Liverpool s 
decline in the third stanza on the 
fact that the Potters q uit driving 
and as a result tallied only three 
field goals. 
But Bernie Allen drove for three 
baskets in the fourth q uarter and 
Bill English, Bill Smith and Jim 
Conrad added points by the same 
method and the Potters won easily. 
English turned in another oi^* 
standing performance as he scored 
23 points to lead the East Liver­ 
pool offense for the third straight 
game. 
i j 
Phil Hayes, who contributed 13 
points, got the Potters off to a 
fast start with five fielders in the 
opening period, but it was his de­ 
fensive rebounding that was most 
imiwrtant from his standpoint. 
'The lanky center hustled more 
than he has all season and as a 
result was in almost complete con­ 
trol ufidcr the Toronto basket. 
Smith added 12 timely points to 
the output and Allen chipped in 
with 11 markers, including seven in 
the final period when they were 
needed. 
Nease. who paced his team with 
16 points, did his best to put Tor­ 
onto ahead in the third q uarter, but 
the Red Knights cooled off as sud 
denly as they caught fire and nev 
er were able to pull even with the 
Potters. 
The most serious threat by the 
Toronto five came in the last three 
minutes of the third period after

Ferry To End 
Grid Riv alry 
With Po tters

The East Liverpool Potters and 
Martins Ferry Purple Riders will 
end their lengthy football rivalry— 
at least temporarily — when they 
clash Oct. 25 at Ferry Field. 
In announcing the 1957 schedule, 
Principal Stephen J. Polinsky of 
Martins Ferry pointed out that the 
game against East Liverpool will 
be the last of the current series, 
which has continued without inter­ 
ruption except for one year since 
1927. 
Cambridge will replace East Liv­ 
erpool on the Purple Rider sched­ 
ule in 1958. 
Polinsky emphasized that ath­ 
letic relations between the tw o 
schools have been amicable, but 
pointed to the difference in enroll­ 
ments as the reason for ending the 
series. 
Martins Ferry has only about 7 00 
students enrolled in the four high 
school grades, while East Liver­ 
pool has some 1,150 students in its 
three high school grades and about 
400 more in freshmen classes at 
Westgate and East Junior High. 
“Our relationship with East Liv­ 
erpool has been a pleasant one, ex­ 
cept from the standpoint of some 
of the scores in recent years,” 
Polinsky said. “Perhaps at some 
time in the future the rivalry will 
be renewed.” 
Martins Ferry is one of the old­ 
est of East Liverpool’s present 
rivals. 
The first game between the Pur­ 
ple Riders and Potters was play­ 
ed in 1913, the same year East 
Liverpool opened relations with Al­ 
liance and New Philadelphia. 
Of the present rivals, only Sa­ 
lem (1911) and Toronto (1912) were 
met before Martins Ferry. 
However, the Potters have play­ 
ed Martins Ferry more times than 
any of the others on the present 
schedule except Salem and New 
Philadelphia. 
Martins Ferry owns an over­ 
whelming 23-10 advantage in the 
series despite the fact that East 
Liverpool has won the last seven 
games between the two schools. 
The Potters have met Salem 41 
times and New Philadelphia in 35 
games. 
Martins Ferry once enjoyed the 
domination in the rivalry that is 
now East Liverpool’s. The Purple 
Riders won 13 straight games in 
the series before East Liverpool 
captured a 21-12 decision in 1937 . 
•That victory by the P o t t e r s 
marred the dedication of the con­ 
crete stands at Ferry Stadium and 
atoned for a 31-0 setback which 
marked the dedication of Patterson 
Field here in 1928. 
Martins Ferry’s last win was 14-0 
in 1949. Since then the Potters have 
won seven straight, including 40-0 
and 55-6 romps the last two sea­ 
sons. 
In the 55-6 triumph, the Potters 
rolled up the largest number of 
points by a team in the series 
and posted the most overwhelm­ 
ing victory. 
Since 1927, the two have collided 
annually except for 1936. 
Athletic Director Merrill Hall of 
East Liverpool said a new oppon­ 
ent to replace Martins Ferry has 
not been contracted, but several, 
including Barberton, are possibili­ 
ties. 
The Potters have never faced 
Barberton, but a game between the 
two schools would be a topflight at­ 
traction.

Ferry To End 
Grid Rivalry 
With Potters 


The E ast Liverpool Potters and 
M artins F erry Purple Riders will 
end their lengthy football rivalry— 
at least tem porarily — when they 
clash Oct. 25 at F erry Field. 
In announcing the 1957 schedule, 
Principal Stephen J. Polinsky of 
M artins F erry pointed out that the 
gam e against E ast Liverpool will 
be the last of the current series, 
which has continued without inter­ 
ruption except for one year since 
1927. 


Cam bridge will replace E ast Liv­ 
erpool on the Purple Rider sched­ 
ule in 1958. 
Polinsky emphasized that ath­ 
letic relations between the tw o 
schools have been am icable, but 
pointed to the difference in enroll­ 
m ents as the reason for ending the 
series. 
M artins F erry has only about 700 
students enrolled in the four high 
school grades, while E ast Liver­ 
pool has some 1,150 students in its 
three high school grades and about 
400 m ore in freshm en classes at 
W estgate and E ast Junior High. 
“ Our relationship with E ast Liv­ 
erpool has been a pleasant one, ex­ 
cept from the standpoint of some 
of the scores in recent years,” 
Polinsky said. “ Perhaps at some 
tim e in the future the rivalry will 
be renew ed.” 
M artins F erry is one of the old­ 
est of E ast Liverpool’s present 
rivals. 
The first gam e between the P u r­ 
ple Riders and Potters was play­ 
ed in 1913, the sam e year E ast 
Liverpool opened relations with Al­ 
liance and New Philadelphia. 
Of the present rivals, only Sa­ 
lem (1911) and Toronto (1912) were 
m et before M artins F erry. 
However, the Potters have play­ 
ed M artins F erry m ore tim es than 
any of the others on the present 
schedule except Salem and New 
Philadelphia. 
M artins F erry owns an over­ 
whelming 23-10 advantage in the 
series despite the fact that E ast 
Liverpool has won the last seven 
gam es between the two schools. 
The Potters have m et Salem 41 
tim es and New Philadelphia in 35 
gam es. 
M artins F erry once enjoyed the 
domination in the rivalry that is 
now E ast Liverpool’s. The Purple 
Riders won 13 straight gam es in 
the series before E ast Liverpool 
captured a 21-12 decision in 1937. 
That victory by the P o t t e r s 
m arred the dedication of the con­ 
crete stands at F erry Stadium and 
atoned for a 31-0 setback which 
m arked the dedication of Patterson 
Field here in 1928. 
M artins F erry ’s last win was 14-0 
in 1949. Since then the Potters have 
won seven straight, including 40-0 
and 55-6 rom ps the last two sea­ 
sons. 
In the 55-6 trium ph, the Potters 
rolled up the largest num ber of 
points by a team in the series 
and posted the m ost overwhelm­ 
ing victory. 
Since 1927, the two have collided 
annually except for 1936. 
Athletic Director M errill Hall of 
E ast Liverpool said a new oppon­ 
ent to replace M artins F erry has 
not been contracted, but several, 
including Barberton, are possibili­ 
ties. 
The Potters have never faced 
Barberton, but a gam e between the 
two schools would be a topflight at­ 
traction.

When taken into the body, iodine 
finds its way to the thyroid g land. 
When the iodine is radioactive it 
g ives off rays, and these rays can 
kill the cells it enters. 
Successful 
treatment 
destroys 
the g land itself and any thyroid 
tissue it reaches in the lung s or 
elsewhere in the body. 
A patient so treated has to take 
thyroid pills afterwards because 
he has no g land for producing the 
substance naturally. 
Dr. Bowers, dean of the Univer­ 
sity of Wisconsin Medical School, 
g athered the information on the 
‘‘hopeless” patients during several 
years of study 
in the United 
States, Japan 
and the Pacific 
Islands for the Atomic Energ y 
Commission. 
There is no telling how many 
people have been saved by this 
treatment, he said, and "ho way of 
predicting whether their disease 
ever will reappear.

When taken into the body, iodine 
finds its way to the thyroid gland. 
When the iodine is radioactive it 
gives off rays, and these rays can 
kill the cells it enters. 
Successful 
treatment 
destroys 
the gland itself and any thyroid 
tissue it reaches in the lungs or 
elsewhere in the body. 
A patient so treated has to take 
thyroid pills afterwards because 
he has no gland for producing the 
substance naturally.

Italians Easily 
Beat U.S. To Win 
Bridge Honors 


NEW YORK I* — Italy's con- 
tract bridge team 
overwhelmed 
the United States by 10,150 points 
to capture the world champion­ 
ship Friday night. The winning 
point total was the highest in the 
seven-year history of global title 
competition. 
The Italians, champions of E u­ 
rope, led from the outset of the 
weeklong m atches that began Sun­ 
day. They were never headed in 
the 224-board competition. 
The victory gave the visitors 
possession of the Berm uda Bowl, 
em blem atic of world suprem acy. 
They will retain possession until 
next y ear’s world championships 
are staged. 
It was Italy’s first world title 
since competition began in 1950. 
The United States won the first 
four titles with England winning 
in 1955 and France in 1956.
